"Change  is  the  keynote.  Change,  we  hope  always,  for 
the  better.  The  new  calendar,  revised  general  educa- 
tion requirements,  new  grade  point  system,  experi- 
mentation with  pass-fail  grading,  interdisciplinary 
teaching,  and  the  acceptance  of  a 2-year  associate  of 
arts  degree  ...  all  denote  Avila's  continual  becom- 
ing a dynamic  contemporary  college. 

Dedication  to  intellectual,  spiritual  and  social 
achievement  does  not  change.  The  fact  that  Avila  is 
no  longer  an  exclusively  Catholic  women's  school  in 
no  way  minimizes  its  concern  with  the  truths  upon 
which  humane  living  must  be  based.  Avila's  unique- 
ness still  lies  in  its  nucleus  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph 
who  comprise  half  the  faculty.  These  religious  women 
work  along  with  lay  faculty  to  create  an  excellent 
teaching-learning-living  environment  for  Avila  stu- 
dents. 


An  increase  in  extracurriculur  activities  both  on  and 
off  campus  will  be  encouraged  by  the  leadership  of  a 
full-time  activities  director,  Robert  Johnston,  (see 
Scope  August  1971).  He  plans  both  an  on-campus, 
(for  credit)  physical  skills  program  and  numerous 
inter-campus  events  with  area  colleges,  (for  fun) 

The  construction  of  the  Clarence  Goppert  theatre  and 
the  nurse  education  center  will  begin  in  1972.  A fund 
drive  to  complete  the  campus  with  that  building,  a 
library,  and  an  operating  endowment  fund  will  be 
initiated  this  fall.  The  eventual  enrollment  goal  of 
1,000-1,200  students  looks  attainable  as  prospects  for 
this  fall  enrollment  exceed  expectation,  surpassing 
800  students.  Tuition  and  fees,  to  be  raised  in  1972  to 
$1,400,  were  still  this  year  at  a minimal  $1,175. 
Extensive  financial  assistance  programs  are  presently 
aiding  some  75%  of  Avila's  students. 

1971  marks  the  opening  of  the  Harry  S.  Truman 
Lecture  Series  at  Avila  with  a lecture  by  David  E.  Bell, 
vice  president  of  the  Ford  Foundation  and  White 
House  administrative  assistant  during  the  Truman 
years.  Mr.  Bell  will  speak  October  12  on  the  Truman 
Point  Four  Program  as  it  has  effected  technical  aid  to 
under-developed  nations  over  the  past  22  years. 

We  will  be  helped  toward  our  goals  at  Avila  this  year 
by  the  additional,  high-powered  talent  on  our  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Blanche  Dow,  Julian  Knopke  and  Sister 
Mary  Laurent  Duggan. 

With  joy  and  optimism  Avila  College  moves  into 
1971-1972,  a year  of  great  promise  for  a cohesive 
team  of  board  members,  students,  faculty  and  staff." 


Unity  is  the  goal  for  this  and  coming  years.  A study 
conducted  in  the  fall  of  1970  reveals  that  all  faculty 
and  students  have  the  same  basic  goals:  1)  excellent 
scholastic  achievement  and  environment,  2)  practical, 
professional  education  to  suit  students  to  the  world 
they  live  in,  and  3)  a promising  social  climate.
